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This is a decision on the petition filed with the application on March 8, 2001 requesting that 
the above identified application be granted special status under the provisions of 37 CP. R. § 
1.102(c) and MPEP § 708.02 IV. 

The petition is DISMISSED . 

The provisions of MPEP § 708.02 IV state that an "application may be made special upon 
filing a petition including any evidence that the applicant is 65 years of age, or more, such as a 
birth certificate or applicant's statement." The present petition was accompanied by a copy of 
the driver's license of applicant Thomas P. Glenn indicating that he is more than 65 years of 
age. Although this would normally constitute sufficient evidence in order to grant the petition, 
the status inquiry filed by applicant on October 8, 2002 sadly changed the fact situation. The 
status inquiry regretfully mentioned the death of Thomas P. Glenn on December 16, 2001. 
The death of Thomas P. Glenn unfortunately eliminated the basis on which to grant a petition 
to make special due to age. 

This application is being forwarded to the examiner and will remain in the status of a new 
application awaiting action in its regular turn. 
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
